Hut such events are very mre. und they 
nearly always happen in certain narrow 
ureas. Poisoned arrows were an abid¬ 
ing terror once in every land, civilized 
or savage. Hut in Kurojie they seem to 
Ive quit, extinct, and somehow people 
no longer take much account of them in 
regions where they are Mill common. 
One might niispeot that the alarm of 
mu forefathers was due mostly to mu 
lierstUion nnd ignorance. They had 
poison, as one may say, "on the brain." 
and their methods of analysis were 
grotesque. Hut in every museum are 
weupous carefully fashioned to insure 
that ii dose of venom slrull enter the 
wound they intiict. Doubtless the men 
.it that time were familiar with noxious 
herbs and substances which are known 
at present time only to students of 
science. Hut it still remains somewhat 
of a pu/./.le that |M»isone«l arrows are so 
rarely mentioned in savage countries.

Sweden, w hich has raged with mom or 
less bitterness for the Inst decade, hu* 
become more acute since the return pf 
Hr. Nansen from his expedition to’the 
north pole. It has reached a point, in 
fact, that leads many ] mo pie toexpee* 
serious trouble. The radicals, ona of 
whpsc lenders Is the famous poet, 
BJi vastjerne lljornson, whose ardent 
desire is to make a republic of the west¬ 
ern part of ScniuHnuvia, hare used the 
explorer. In truth, as a means to their 
end. and Nansen apparently has east his 
lot willingly with them. Leaving out 
of consideration the merits of th* politi¬ 
cal question. It Is a pity that he should 
lend himself at the moment of hla 
scientific triumph to political Intrigue. 

lint thin evidently he had determined 
to do More hla return to nlvlllaatloii. 
for oil the mast of the Kram as she sailed 
away from t lie frosen north homeward 
bound wits the aingle flag of Norway, 
und not theSwcdish-Norwcgian ensign. 
Nansen's fellow repubiirnns in Chris- 
liana, therefore, were not surprised 
when, nt the great festival iu hla honor, 
lie poured out his soul In a plea for un 
independent Norway, Hut there was 
one man from whom every word drew 
blood King Oscar, the scholarly occu¬ 
pant of the double throne. Although 
the sj ni|inthics of nil Americans are 
naturally with Norway In Ita longing 
to become n republic. King Oscar, It 
must lie admitted, had reason to expect 
a less reactionary course from Nansen. 
Ills majesty hus not forgotten that. It 
was tils financial aid which-after Ihe 
refusal of Ihe Norwegians to appropri¬ 
ate a auffleient amount—enabled the 
explorer to undertake hla hazardous ex* 
|H'dltlou. 

The king has been obliged to submit 
to slight* on many occasions in Norway 
in Hie last ten years, and lias a hard time 
in preventing the Norwegian storthing 
from appropriating its part of the royal 
vul.tr.v. or appanage, lint nothing that 
tin* happened heretofore lias so excited 
him or led him to express himself so 
openly a* him* the incidents nubec- 
ipicut to tin' return of his protege. 

The reception in honor of Nansen In 
( hrixtintin. in fact, was at the same time 
almost a ilcmonsirntlou against the 
king. V It hough the explorer was re- 
eelved as n returning victor, the king, 
uIsui his arrival at tin- station to take 
part In the welcome, was hardly noticed, 
tint lie ilid not let this prevent him from 
giving a gala dinner at the ensile in 
honor of tin* returning traveler, lie 
used the occasion, however, to express 
iu no uncertain way his opinion of Ihe 
course thing* had taken. Only one to«»t 
was given, and this was by the king him-
